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EDUCATION AND NATIONAL OBJECTIVES 


The recommendations in this Chapter are largely 
non- c on trover si al in character. 

The state Government generally agree with the 
principl.es enunciated and the recommendations made by 
tho Education Commission in this chapter subject to 

the foil, owing general remarks 

(a) Work-Experience can be introduced as an integral 
part of education only in the long run. 

(b) Regarding vocational iz at ion of secondary education, 
the recommendations of the Commission are not very clear 
viz., whether they would like vocationalization to be 

introduced as part of the scheme of general education 
up to the 10th standard, or -whether they would like 
vocationalisation to be introduced by having terminal 
courses at the end of the 7th and the 10th standards. 

With regard to the latter the state Government would be 

prepared to re-orient its syllabus and training in the 
Junior Technical schools and I.tr.Is etc., after examining 

the implications in greater detail. 

(c) As regards the concept of common schools the 
Commissi.on itself has recommended its implementation over 

a peri*«t of 20 years. The State Government are anxious 
to ensure that good schools with good academic records 

should not suffer any dilution of standards, in my 
haity attempt at the.implementation of the concept of

common schools, '.-a should aim at establishing one good 
school with a good academic record in every block within 
a period of 10 to 15 years at the latest and try to 
make them popular so that people would themselves t-ke 
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to it. In other words the state Government’s 
attempt would he to introduce the systenjof common 
schools, merely by a nrocess of natural growth, rather 
than by any compulsion, since no parent would be 
anxious to send his children to far-off schools if there 
are academically good schools in his own neighbourhood. 

(d) as regards social and national service, practically 
the unanimous opinion of all, which is also accepted 

by the state Government, is that this should be done 
through the Scouting and Girl Guide Movements upto the 
10th class only and that the N.C.C. should normally stop 
in only at the higher secondary stage. This Government- 
feels that any other attempt with regard to social and 
national service would not succeed in the existing set of' 
circumstances in this state. 

■ e) As regards the medium of higher educati:t ;> is 
State x^elcomes as a long-term policy, the principle) 
that the mother-tongue should be the medium of 
instruction. But in the actual process of implementa¬ 
tion, there should be a great deal of freedom at the 
initial stage, with probably parallel media both in 
English and Telugu for some time to come. The above 
is the general view of the State Government, but they^ 

would like to finally formulate their policy only, after 
discussion with the Universities in the State in the 
matter. 

(f) Practically the unanimous oninion of every one 
with which the State Government are also in full 
agreement is that social, moral and spiritual values 
should, be taught as an integral part of the school 
curriculum itself. The state would welcome : >ne 
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im piemen tat Ion of this at as early a date as possible,

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The views of the State Government on the 
recommendat: one on tits chapter are as follov/s:- 

(a) This State has already implemented the pattern of 
7 years of primary schooling, 7 years of secondary and 

2 years of higher secondary. Hence no further action by 
this State v .s needed, 

(b) The age of admission has been recommended as 

6 +(plus). The age of admission prevailing in the State 
is 5 +(plus'. The unanimous opinion of every shade of 
academic thought, which has been accepted by the State 
Government, is that the present age of admission is 
working well, in practice, and needs no revision. However, 
the State Government will have no objection to change the 
age of admission to 6 + (plus) • prov:i ded this is 7 aid down 
as a national policy all over the country, and provided, 
all other States in the country follow this, so that 
children in this State may not be at a disadvantage. 


(c) As regards the transfer of F.U.C. classes to 


Higher Secondary stage, the State Government has 
already taken a decision that there will bo a two- 
year F.U.C. or an equivalent higher secondary course 
after 1C j ears of secondary school education. The 
concensus of opinion was in favour of allowing this 
2 year course to be taught in junior colleges, as 
has been dor.e in Kerala. These may be located either 


in the premises of the Higher Secondary Schools, 
or in independent junior colleges. The State Govern¬ 
ment would prefer that the control of this 2 years 
course, and the conduct of the examination, shoi M 
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vest neither with the Universities no^ with the 
existing Board of secondary Education, but in a 
new body to be called "The Board of Higher 
Secondary Education" in which representatives of 
the Universities, the Education Department ate*, 
may be nominated. This is the broad pattern which 

this State would like to adopt and details will 
have to be worked out in due course. 

(d) The Commission has recommended 30 weeks of 
work for the schools. In- this State we have 37 weeks 
pf work for the schools with 320 days and 1200 hours 
of - instruction. The unanimous opinion of all shades 
of academic thought was that we should have 200 days of 
6^- hours each which comes to 1100 hours of instruction, 
with a week consisting of only 5 days and Saturday and 
Sunday being declared as holidays, since two days off 
in a week would enable both the teacher and the studdnts 
to prepare well at home and improve their standards. 

Subject to the above the state Government are in 
general agreement with the recommendations of the 
Education Commission in this chapter.

IHAPTER II I - T EACHER'S STATUS 

(a) The State Government are in general agreement with 
the pri r.c i -ilo that the. status and cmc 1 '.'merits of the 
teachers should he increased. The Stat*" Government also 
hopes that the Government of India would consider this as 
a turning rational question, and would come forward with 
liberal financial aid for the fit ate to implement the 
scales of pay etc., recommended. The State Gorerxient are 
of the view that it may be very difficult for obvious 
financial reasons for the States alone to implement these. 
Foreover ad-hoc refixation of the emoluments of teachers 
alone, by the j’'ate, as a matter of State policy would create 
repercussions in the other sectors of public service, which 
the State Government may r.ot be in a position to tackle 
effectively. The State Government are therefore of the 
view/ th-t implementation of this desirable reform, will have 
to pome as a result of a Central national poli. , , backed 
by Central financial resources being made available to the 
States as has been dor.e by the University Grants Commission 
for example for the emoluments of College lecturers. As a 
working principle, the State Government would recommend 
that the Central Government should meet the full cost of the 
difference between the exisbing scales and. the proposed 
scales for teachers for a period of 5 years, and that 
proportionate assistance to be given by the Government of 
India at the end of the 5 years, will have to be negotiated 
between the States and the Centre, later. Without this, the 
State Gove i'-rment are of the view that the Education 
Commission's detailed recommendations on the pay scales, 
without indicating the practical methods of its 
implementation with central aid, will create more problems 
than it solves. The State Government wish to reiterate 
that the Government of India should seriously consider the 
.just expectations that have been raised among the teachers 
as a result cl these detailed rc commend c.t i one by the 
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Commission regarding the pay scales etc., and hope 
tha t the Central Government would in good time „ome to 
the assistance of the State Government in implementing 
these recommend at ions by giving liberal financial aids. 

(b) As regards the other welfare meares like 
relating the salaries to cost of living, retirement 
benefits, better conditions of work etc., the same 
seneral observations as above would apply. The State 
Government would therefore suggest that a serious attempt 
should be made at the Government of India level for 
bettering the lot of the teaching community as a whole. 
Apart from the limitations of financial resources, this 
State Government feel that any attempt to tinker with 
this at the State- level, would set off chain reactions 

in other sectors of public service, and may lead the 
State Government, to a situation, where it would find 
itself in an impossible position to fulfil its obligations 

(c) As regards the other recommendations made like 
conditions of work and service, teachers organisation, 
national awards etc., the State Government are in 
agreement v/ith the recommendations of the Education 

C omm is s i on. 


CHAP TER IV 
TEACHER EPICAT ION 

The State Government note that this is an 
exceedingly well-written chapter which con 4 a ins very 
many useful reforms. The State- Government are in full 
agreement with the recommendations made he;re. 

The State Government a.lso agree as a general 
policy that the University Grants Commission si on Id take 
up the responsibility of maintenance of standards of 
teacher education at the national level.

The State Government are in general agreement with 
the recommendations made by the Commission in this chapter. 1 . 
In particular the State Government also accept the 
following principles t- 

(a) The enrolment policy should aim at providing general 
education of 7 years to every child on a free and compulsory 
basis. This has already been achieved _n this State to a 
very large extent. The State Government also accept that 
there should, be diversions "fco 2 technical terminal 
courses at the end of the 7 th and 10 th classes, in 
addition to the general mainstream of academic studies. 

(b) The State Government fully agree with the view that 
the future .requirements of educated, manpower should be 
related to the capacity of the economy to absorb them 
and that the system of general and technical education 

si'ould be re-oriented to allow of the absorption of these 
students in gainful employments. 

(c) As a corollary to the above the Gtate Government 
agree that steps should be Taken to restrict the 

uncontrolled expansion of general secondary and higher 
education to avoid massive educated unemployment and 
that attempts should be made to intensify the ex is Ting- 
efforts to vocational is e education and to devise a 
suitable machinery to relate manpov;er estimates to the 
output of the educational s 7 /stem. 

(d) The State Government also agree that at the 
national level t re Planning Commission may do this 
exercise and that at the State level there may be a 
State Committee on manpower. The State Government would 
also suggest that there should be close coordination 
between the Central and State Government's Committees 

on this, in order to ensure that surplus in one part 
of the country may be utilised in other parts where 
there in a need. The State would also suggest that any 
particular skills that may be found in some parts of 
the country ma be encouraged, and the extra maripov-er 
in that skills produced there, may be used by the nation 
as a whole by suitable placements elsewhere, and that it 
would be a wrong national policy to attempt complete 
self-sufficiency in talent and placements within the 
State only.

(a) Low aria-; standards in rood i- titutions toy vrcnf, 
placements of students, tossed upon notions of doing social 
justice, is neither desirable nor would it toe in the larger 
interests of the country's progress. The State Government 
would, as a matter of policy, like to secure social justice 
for backward class students toy means of specially conducted 
intensive coaching to improve their standards ana giving 
them liberal scholarships to enable them to get admission 
on their own, in really good academic institutions. As 

a matter of policy admissions to good academic instit u. Lions 
should be made solely on the ground of rneril only. To 
enable poor tout academically good students to get admission 
in such academically good institutions, the State 
Government are prepared to re-orient the existing 
scholarship system in any manner that is de sir sole. .Gut 
trying to place academically backward students in good 
institutions on th principle of doing social justice would 
only lower the standards generally. Placement of 
academically backward students in good institutions or 
trying to equate the students from different clusters of 
schools with different standards of education, would 
certainly tend to lower the standard in educational 
institutions and should not be attempted. 

(b) In this state abolition of fees at the primary 
stage has already been achieved and girls' education 
upto the secondary stage is also free. 

(c) The programme of book banks, grants for- xjurehase 
of books etc., will also be implemented by this State 
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to the extent they have resources. 

(d) The ozher forma of student aid suggested viz., 
transport facilities, facilities for student., to earn 
and pay their expenses will all he implemented by this 
State, to the extent their resources permit. 

(e) The suggest ions for the removal of regional 
imbalances are guite welcome and acceptable to the 
St ate Cover nment. 


CHAPTER VII - SCHOOL EDUCATION - FROBLSMS OF EXPANSIO N 

The State Government are in full agreement with 
the recommendations made in this chapter. In fact the 
State Government note that the suggestions made in 
this chapter are so obvious that they should have already 
been taken into consideration by the Educational system 
in opening new schools etc., in the previous plans. 

The State -Government are willing to accept as guide-lines 
the suggestions made by the Education Commission here 
and implement them in all respects except where financial 
resources are involved. 


CHAPTER VIII - SCHOOL CURRICULUM 

The State Government accept the suggestions made 
by the Education Commission in this chapter to improve 
the standards of education. In particular the State 
Government have the following remarks to offer : 

(a) Setting up of ordinary and advanced curricula in 
certain schools is a now educational concept which is 
welcomed by the State Government. The State Government 
will have nc- objection to implement it after details are 

carefully v.crked out.

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("b) The suggestions made for organisation of the 
curriculum are also acceptable to the State Government. 

The State Government also note with special interest the 
suggestion that at the Secondary School stage, a programme 
of ordinary and advanced curricula to be done on a self-study 
basis outside school hours be introduced in I/IathemaxiOs, 
Science and language. The State Government observe that 
this is a useful though novel experiment in our country, 
and they have no objection to introduce it in selected 
schools, after the norms to identify such schools and 
other details are worked out. 

(c) The recommendation of the Commission on the special 
importance of study of mathematics and improvement of teaebti-ug 
methods in science are acceptable to the State Government. 

(d) Imparting moral and spiritual values through 
educational system is quite welcome to the State 
Government . 

(e) As regards the controversial issue of the 3 language 
formula the State Government observ'e that many of the 
North Indian States have not really implemented the 

3 language formula and are merely enriching the study of 
Hindi by a study of Sanskrit. The State Government also 
observe that there have been far too many changes in the 
past few years in the syllabus, structure as well as the 
stage at which these languages have to be studied, and 
are of the view' that much of the present confusion in 
this field could have been avoided if reforms are 
not carried out too frequently. The State Government 
are of the view/ that for the present they would continue 
to adhere to their present 3 language formula without 
any change i.e. mother tongue in the 1st class, English 
in the 3rd class and Hindi in 5th class, since the 
present system is working fairly well in this

Sub,] oct to the above the other recommendations 
made by the Commission with regard to backward child 
and search regarding talent are all acceptable to 
the State Government.

The State Government ’ s views nras follows: 

(a) The common school system may generally be 
accepted subject to the remarks made in Chanter (1). 

(b) As regards levelling up of the existing 
discrimination of the pattern of tuition foes etc.

(c) The State Government consider that the 
establishment of a school commit tee for every 
Government, local authority and private school p.s 
not a practical proposition and would only’ add 
further to local factions and also perhaps create 
them whore none, exist at 'present.

(f) As r RTds the retting up of National Board 
of Education which should take over the functions 
and responsibility of the existing Boards of 
Secondary Education etc., the State Government are 
of the vi rw that the proposed change? do not 
radically differ from the existing practice in this 
State, Unless therefore further discussion is held 
on this point and further thought crystallises, the 
State Gov o mm c-nt arc of the view that it woul d be 
unnecessary to think of' any change of the existing 
pattern obtaining in this State. 

CHAPTER XI : HIGHER EDUCATION - OBJECTIVES AND 

riluROVldl IfT 

The Staue Government have the following 
remarks to offer on this. 

(a) The State Government note the serious abjection 
raised by the Universities towards tho concept of 
Maj^r Universities mentioned by the Education 
Commission. Tie State Government are in general 
agreement with these views. However, if it is 
thought that the concept of these major Universities 
should be pushed through as a matter of national 
policy, the Sts t e Gov or on ent will not have any s eriou s 
objection to it. In such a contingency, tho State 
Government would recommend that there should b~ at 

least one major University in every Statu so that 
unnecessary parochial and linguistic feelings and 
unhealthy emotional cross-curr-.nts may not bo crept d 
by upgrading only 4 or 5 major Ur.ive? si 


some 
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Stptes. In the- existing emotionally sensitive; state of 
affairs, the- State 'Government arc of the view that 
nominating 4 or 5 universities in some States as major 
universities and trying to improve them with liberal 
Central assistance, would touch off carochial feelings 
which should bo discouraged in the larger interests of 
national integration. The State Government are there¬ 
fore ol the view that if at all this has to be 
implemented one university in every State should be 
upgraded as a major university, or in the alternative 
entirely new Central Universities may be established. 

(b) The State Government also welcome the suggestion 
that the medium of instruction in the Universities 
should be the local regional language. The State 
Government has already passed, an enactment that the 
regional language should bo the language of administra¬ 
tion and the State Government therefore feels tint this 
is the appropriate time when action should be taken to 
switch over to the- regional language as the medium of 
instruction in universities also. 

(c) As regards the other suggestions made regarding 
higher education, the State Government are in general 
agreement with the Education Commission. Actual 
details will have to be worked out in consultation with 
the universities. 

CHAPTER XII 2 HIGHER EDUCATION - ENROLMENT PROGRAMMES 

As regards selective admissions, the views of the 
State Government aB given in Chapter VI regarding' 
schools also apply hero. 

Subject to the above, the State Government are in 
general agreement with all the recommendations mad... in 
this chapter Their implementation will oi course have-, 
to await further detailed discussion with the universi¬

The Gt. c te Government note that the Commission has 
made several useful suggestions with regard the autonomy 
within the university sysic autonomy a a relation to 
outside agency, role end appointment of Vice-Chancellors, 
University finances, Legislation by the Universities, 
Inter-University board and University Grants Commission 
etc., etc-., 

Broadly speaking the existing pattern prevailing 
in this State is in accordance with the recommendations 
made by the education Commission. Where there are 
variations, the State would like to have further 
discussion with the Universities and other eminent 
educationists and would like to crystallise its ideas 
as a result of this further tl. inking in the matter. 

The Stave Government would therefore welcome 
discussions on the above in the Conference of the Vice- 
Chancellors to be organized by the Government of India 
and would like to formulate their views after tho 
resolutions of this Conference are made known to us- 

CHAPTER XTV 

EDUCATION FOR AGRICULTURE 

The Agricultural University and the Department 
of Agriculture are being requested to send their views 
to the Government of India separately. 


CHAPTER XV - "VOCATIONAL, TECHNICAL AND E NG T NEERI ^G 
EDUCATION * --~ 

(^) The Sta • e government are in general agreement 

with the recommendations of the Education Commission. 

In particular the State Government note that the Commission 

has suggested PO of enrolment at f he lower secondary 

level and 50^ beyond Class X for vocational and professional 

""he State Government would like to implement 


courses. 
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this by reorienting its train'ng courses in the existing 
Industrial Training Institutes and Junior Technical 
Schools, etc. in consultation with the Govern :.~nt of 
India, in the ^1nistry of Labour & Employment. 

(b) The suggestions made for improvement of the 
academic departments of Engineering courses are acceptable 
to the State Government. 

(c) Establishir x nt of vocational courses like Industrial 
Trades, etc., are in principle acceptable to the State 
Government. But ^his can be implemented only so far 

as the finances of the State Government would allow. 

(d) The Commission's recommendations about having a 

separate Director of Technical Education has already 

been implemented in this State. 


CHAPTER XTI 

SCIENCE EDUCATION AND RESEARCH 

The State Government are in complete agreement with 
all the recommendations made in this chapter. But their 
implementation will have to depend upon agreement with 
the universities and also subject to financial resources 
of the State being available for these. Subject to 
these the State Government are in full agreement with 
all the recommendations made here. 


CHAPTER XVII 
ADULT EDUCATION 


The State Government are in agreement with 
the recommendations made by the Education Commission, 
in this Chapter. They have also suggested setting apart 1 
crore of rupees in the 4th Five Year Plan for the 
implementation of these schemes. 
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CHAPTER XVIII - EDUCATIONAL ADMINISTRATION 

The views of the State Government are as follows 

(a) The State Government 'are in agreement with the views 
expressed in paraP2o8, 2o9 and 210 of the summary of 
recommendations. 

(b) As regards para 211 the State Government would 
like further thinking on the subject whether a Board 

as suggested is really necessary and whether the existing 
system itself is not sufficient to administer the schools 
properly. The State Government would, therefore, like 
further discussions and a clearer picture before they 
take, a final view with regard to this recommendation. 

(c) The -State Government are in agreement with the 
recommendations made in paras 212, 213 and 214. 

(d) As regards para 215, the State Government are of 
the view that there are en.agh advisory and statutory 
bodies to advise the State Government and that at the 
present moment it may not be necessary to create 
further bodies. 

(e) As regards paras 216 to 221 the State Government 
have taken the view that they regret their inability 
to participate in the scheme for an All India 
Educational Service. 

( f) As regards the recommendations made about the 
procedure etc., the State Government note that these 
have been emphasized in the past several years and that 
changes should come about by a change in the views at 
all levels and not by merely emphasising the obvious. 

(g) As regards the recommendation in para 222 the 
State Government would suggest that the Government 
of India should draw up a model Education Act and 
circulate/to 411 the States for their coxxsideration. 
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C HAPTER XIX 
EDU CATIONAL. FINANCE 

The State Cover nine nt observe that their rules 
with regard to grant-in-aid to Zilla Parishads 
and Municipalities etc. , etc., are all grown as a 
result of local conditions and that the existing 
system continues to be satisfactory. '"’he State 
Government are of the view that no change is called 
for unless the compulsion of local conditions makes 
it necessary for the State Government to do so.

detail in consultation with the Director of Public 
instruction, the Director of Higher Education and. the Director 
o* technical Education. The Government also constituted a 
pall sub-committee with myself as the chairman and contain¬ 
ing some leading Headmasters and teachers like gri Kuruvila 
Jacob, Principal of the Hyderabad Public School, Bro. 

Dominico, Headmaster of the Little Flower High School, etc., 
to .study all the recommendations made in the light of the 
practicability of implementation in the class rooms. The 
recommendations of the Commission were also considered by 
the State Advisory Board of Education consisting of 
leading members of the Assembly, and other eminent 
educationistso it was also considered by the Board of 
Soconsidary Education which is the highest technical, and 
professional body available to us within the state. The 
views of the.;, various Teachers’ Unions were also taken. 

The vie-frs of these various bodies were consolidated and 
put up to the Cabinet for consideration. The Cabinet 
deliberated on this at great length on the Pnd of vovember 
1966 and took certain decisions. I enclose herewith the 
decisions of the State Government on the various recommendar- 
tions of the Commission arranged chapter by chapter. 


I am directed to add that these are in the nature 
of the preliminary reactions of the state Government, aid 

that the state Government are quite willing to reconsider 
the matter again, if necessary, after these matters are 
discussed at the Conference of the Vice-Chancellors, the 
Director of Public Instructions, the Education secretaries 
as well as at the Central Advisory Board of Education, 
called for by the Government of India. 

I am also directed to inform you that this State 
Government are quite willing to fall in line with any 
progressive educational reform provided it is introduced 
on an all Indin basis in the country.
